to you as we possibly can. This means, in view of the increas- 
ing attendance, some innovations in the program. It means more 
simultaneous sessions, in spite of the fact that we know that 
you often have a feeling of frustration when you can only take 
in one of two or three meetings going on at the same time. But 
when meetings that are supposed to be clinic discussions turn 
out to be meetings of some 400 people, they are no longer clinic 
discussions. We expect to maintain a high level of conference 
speakers, to bring you the best experts in the country, fresh ideas 
and worth-repeating experiences. The ASPO staff is giving thought 
to next year's program, and welcomes suggestions from the members 
@ speakers, subjects and program arrangement. 

We look forward to seeing you next year in Detroit.

INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS FOR HOUSING 





AND TOWN PLANNING, LISBON 


The 2lst International 
Congress for Housing and Town 
Planning was held in Lisbon 
during the last week in Sep- 
tember. About 600 persons 
participated, with roughly 
half of them coming from out- 
side of Portugal. The United 
States was represented by Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles Abrams of 
New York; John Lange, Execu- 
tive Directar of NAHO; Mr. and 
Mrs. M. F. Sager of the Nation- 
al Park Service; San Spiel- 
vogel of the New Haven Rede- 
velopment Agency; Douglas B. 
Stone of HHFA; Donald Monson, 
formerly of Detroit and now 
in Paris; and your Executive 
Directar. Mr. and Mrs. Ernest 
Weissmann of the United Na- 
tions were also there. 

The Congress was opened in the Parliament Building with the President of the Republic presiding. 

Charles Abrams was general reporter for the first general session dealing with the subject of urban 
land policy. His report was based on an earlier study which he had completed for the United Nations deal- 
ing with urban land policies throughout the world. The subject was considered of such importance that it 
is to be discussed further at a United Nations Seminar in New Delhi, India, during the latter part of next 
year, and is to be pursued actively as a major study by the Internatiomal Federation for Housing and Tom 
Planning. John Lange of NAHO served as reporter for a session on housing. Other general sessions dealt 
with long term reconstruction and the relation between dwelling type and plan of the residential quarter. 

There were a number of study groups dealing with such subjects as amenity and industrial areas, na- 
tional parks, the use of the greenbelt, the role of the voluntary housing association, and town planning 
education. The subject of town planning education, in which your Executive Director participated, seemed 
to arouse the greatest interest. 

There was a vast amount of entertainment in the way of receptions, cocktail parties, tours, etc. 
(most of which I skipped in order to meet with delegates from other countries). The local organizing 
committee had done a magnificent job, and had arranged the best Congress of the many I attended. There 
were meetings of the Bureau and the Executive Committee, the Council. New rules were presented by the 
Bureau, but at the Council meeting were re-committed for further study. Newly elected officers of the 
Federation are Louis Scheffer, Holland, President, and Erik Rolfsen, Norway, as Deputy President. (WHB)

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DOES PLANNING PAY? 


There is a folder in the files of the ASPO 
office marked "Planning Pays." Into this folder 
goes any story that we run across which illus- 
trates, with a dollar sign attached, that plan- 
ning pays, that a planning staff shows an actual 
financial profit to the city. For example, the 
Mayor of Murfreesboro, Tennessee, said in a talk 
before the Southern Association of State Plan- 
ning and Development Agencies that because the 
planning cammission had had a thoroughfare plan, 
the city and state had been able to get three 
and one-half miles of right-of-way given to them 
without cost, but that one-half mile of the right- 
of-way had to be- purchased because it was built 
up before there was a thoroughfare plan. The 
one-half mile of purchased right-of-way cost ap- 
proximately a half million dollars. You could 
figure it that the plan commission and its thor- 
oughfare plan had saved the city $3.5 million. 

Every planner that we know of is itching 
to get his hands on examples of this kind so 
that he can use them to sell planning to the 
citizens or to sell his reasonable budget re-

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HARTFORD METROPOLITAN COUNCIL FORMED 


Cities and towns in the Hartford, Connecticut, 
metropolitan area have banded together to form a 
new civic organization, the Hartford Metropolitan 
Area Development Council. According to the consti- 
tution of the new council, its purpose is to serve 
as an overall civic agency to foster cooperation 
among the towns represented in the metropolitan 
area. It proposes to make plans and recommendations 
for the development of the area, and to enter into 
an active campaign to secure the adoption of its 
plans and recommendations. 

Although the Council is ostensibly a "civic" or- 
ganization, in practice it will be an informal re- 
gional planning commission. Membership on the coun- 
cil is limited to four representatives from each town 
or city in the metropolitan area, one of whom must 
be the mayor, president of the council, or first se- 
lectman of the political wit. The other three repre- 
sentatives from each city and town are to be appoin- 
ted by this same mayor, president of council or first 
selectman. 

It is planned that the council shall meet 
each month. It is not expected that the council 
will have very much money at its disposal at the 
beginning, although its constitution provides that 
it may receive grants or donations from munici- 
palities or from private individuals. 

The metropolitan area is defined to include 
Hartford, Glastonbury, Rocky Hill, South Windsor, 
Windsor, West Hartford, Avon, Farmington, Newington, 
East Hartford, Bloomfield, Simsbury, Wethersfield, 
Windsor Locks and Manchester. 





ZONING DIGEST 

Does a property owner have a vested right 
in a nonconforming use? If a city official un- 
lawfully or incorrectly issues a building per- 
mit, does the property owner acquire a vested 
right in that building pemit? If property has 
been zoned for a lmg period of years far cam- 
mercial purposes and the city rezones the sam 
property for residential purposes, does the 
property owner have a vested right in the origi- 
nal commercial zoning? The editorial in the No- 
vember ZONING DIGEST discusses these questions and 
the opinions handed down by state appellate courts 
in cases dealing with the problem of "when does a 
vested right accrue.” 

In a New Jersey decision reported in this 
issue, a minimum lot area of five acres was up- 
held. In finding that the provision was not un- 
reasonable, the court said in part, "The mani- 
fest design of modern judicial approach is to 
save a repetition of the blight and slums that 
are in many cases the by-product of living in 
highly industrialized communities with the re- 
sultant depreciation of surrounding property 
values and the creation of a source of infec- 
tion of the body social. In many instances, 
it is too late to attempt to remedy this situa- 
tion save by demolition and rebuilding.” 

Eighteen zoning decisions by state appellate 
courts covering a variety of subjects are reported 
in detail.

a Vi Urban Redevelopment Held Constitutional in Arkansas 


Rowe v. Housing Authority of City of Little 
Rock et al., Supreme Court of Arkansas, June 9, 1952, 
249 S.W. 2d 551. The constitutionality of the urban 
redevelopment law (Act 212 of 1945) of Arkansas was 
attacked on the ground that the taking of property 
by eminent domain was a taking for a private use; 
that the expenditure of public funds for the in- 
stallation of site improvements was contrary to the 
constitution; that the sale of land within the pro- 
ject area at its use value to private individuals 
granted to a class of citizens privileges which do 
not equally belong to all citizens. The court af- 
firmed the decree of the lower court which had held 
the legislation to be constitutional. 


Urban Redevelopment Project Held Unconstitutional 
in Florida. 

T. A. Adams, Appellant vs. Housing Authority 
of the City of Daytona Beach and City of Daytona 
Beach, Supreme Court of Florida, 60 So. 2d 663 

The housing authority of the city of Daytona 
Beach prepared a redevelopment plan involving 64 
acres three blocks north of the Florida East Coast 
Railway Station and three blocks west of the main 
shopping district. The area is predominantly resi- 
dential in character with approximately 70 residential 
structures camtaining 75 dwelling units and 5 non- 
residential structures. Provision had been made 
for the rehousing of the people to be displaced. 
The area is not zoned for business. The housing au- 
thority proposed to make the land available for com- 
mercial warehousing and light industrial use. The re- 
use value is estimated at $96,650 with a net project 
cost of $186,790. Two-thirds was to be paid by the 
federal government and one-third by the mmicipality. 

The*supreme court pointed out that every case 
adjudicated by that court on this subject had had 
the elements of land acquisition and slum clearance; 
that the slums were demolished for the purpose of 
erecting low-cost housing on the acquired land in 
order to take care of the people displaced by reason 
of the slum clearance and others in the low-income 
bracket. Until the present case there had been no 
problem of devoting slum cleared land to private 
industrial and commercial enterprises. 

"The whole development plan as set forth...is 
the usual prospectus put forth by the real estate de- 
veloper of a new subdivision for private enterprise 
end for industrial and commercial purposes, to be 
conducted by private individuals, associations or 
corporations for private gain and profit." 

The court said, "It is inconceivable that any- 
one would seriously contend that the acquisition 
of real estate for the declared purpose set forth 
in the proposed redevelopment plan is for a public 
use or purpose....If the municipality can be vested 
with any such power or authority, they can take over 
the entire field of private enterprise without limit 
80 long as they can find a blighted area containing 
sufficient real estate." 

The court pointed out that there is a distinc- 





tion between the police power and eminent domain, that 
if the purpose was merely to get rid of structures 
which were dilapidated and, thus, a menace to health 
and safety, that could be dome under the police power 
without taking a fee simple title. One justice dis- 
sented. A rehearing was denied October 21, 1952. 


Slum Clearance Law Held Constitutional in New York. 
Condemnation of Commercial Propert e 


Private Commercial Use Held Valid. 

In re Harlem Slum Clearance Project, City of 
New York et al., Supreme Court, Special Term, New 
York County, July14, 1952, 114 N.Y.S. 2d 787. The 
city of New York brought proceedings to condem land 
for a slum clearance project. The board of estimate 
directed that, following the acquisition of the 
property in the concerned areas, the property excep- 
ting streets should be sold at public auction. 

Certain property owners objected on the ground 
that the proceeding involves the taking of commercial 
property not for construction for residential pur- 
poses but in order that same may be sold to private 
parties for the erection and use of stores only. 

The court decided in favor of the city, pointing 
out that the law authorizes a mmicipality to acquire 
real property which is necessary far or incidental 
to the clearance, replanning, reconstruction and 
neighborhood rehabilitation of substandard and un- 
sanitary areas, together with adequate provision 
for other facilities appurtenant thereto. It also 
provides that a mmicipality may sell real property 
so acquired for purposes of clearance and rehabili- 
tation by the purchaser "tn such manner” as may be 
prescribed by the board of estimate or other govern- 
ing body. The court said, "These provisions are broad 
enough, in the opinion of this court, to authorize 
the action and resolution of the board of estimate 
now assailed. The public purpose of slum clearance is 
the basic and controlling purpose and object of the 
condemnation. The resale is not a primary purpose 
and is but incidental and ancillary to the primary 
and real purpose of clearance." 





State ex rel. Gordon, City Attorneyv. Rhodes, 
Mayor, et al., Supreme Court of Ohio, June 25, 1952, 
107 W.E. 2d 206. This is a second suit to test the 
legality of bonds proposed to be issued by the city 
of Columbus, Ohio, for the construction of off- 
street parking facilities. The bonds were to be 
paid for entirely from revenues obtained from the 
off-street parking facilities, and as an additional 
security, parking meter fees were to be used. The 
court held that where bonds issued by mmicipality 
state on their face that they do not constitute 
general obligations of the municipality, and the 
credit and taxing power of the mmicipality are not 
pledged for payment, and where such bonds are pay- 
able solely from the facilities purchased and from 
revenues derived from other facilities of the mu- 
nicipality devoted to the same general purpose, the 
bonds do not constitute a debt of the mmicipality.
